The city council met as a commit­ 


tee 011 the whole last night and finally 


reached an agreement in regard to 


the decorative sidewalk light ques­ 
tion, which has been hanging for sev­ 


eral days.

agreement, which they presented to 


the association, is a partial accept­ 


ance of the merchants’ offer with an­ 


other clause 
added to it. 
There 
eems to be many diversified opinions 
as to just how the council would act 


with the merchants. 
It was said this 


afternoon by a member of the city 


council that the council was willing 


now to meet with a committee from 


the association and talk over the m at­ 
ter in a business like manner. 
A fter the meeting last night it was 


agreed by the council that Dr. C. II. 


Parsons, a member of the water and- 


light committee, should submit their 


finding to the members of the associa­ 


tion. 
Dr. Parsons 
went to Ben A. 
Cox, president of the Merchants’ A s ­ 
sociation, this morning with the city’s 
proposition. 
The 
councilman 
said 


that the city would install the light.- 


and furnish the electricity for light­ 


ing them, providing the 
merchants 


would pay into the city treasury the 
-um of $3,798, and in addition agree 
to get enough more merchants in the 


city to hunt electricity so that thy 


receipts from that resource would be 


increased seventy-five 
dollars each 


month. 
The wrong impression 
seems to 
have been gained by the business men 
this morning in regard to the propo­ 


sition. 
The belief was general that 


the council asked that the business 
men pay seventy-five 
dollars each 


month to furnish electricity for the 
lights and pay for their maintenance. 


A member of the city council said ilii- 


afternoon that was not the intention 


of the city at all but that they only 
desired that the business 
men burn

accepted the term- of the merchants 
only that they asked in additioirthat 
more merchants burn the city’s lights.

city treasury and they would buy the 
p o sts and fixtures.
